Long Beach completed all of its! 
forward passes in its game with, 
Chaffey Saturday. That's the main} 
reason the Tigers took the short | 
end of a 14 to 0 southland grid title | 
game in the Los Angeles coliseum. | 

Chaffey was very well repre- 
sented before the throng of South- | 
ern California grid followers but 
the accurate Long Beach serial{ 
attack brought touchdowns in the 
second and third quarters. Eix- 
cept for a brief offensive thrust 
in the first quarter, Chaffey play- 
ed in its own territory. Twice 
Quarterback Jack Anderson kick- 
ed from behind the goal line. 

It was a great game. A fight- 
ing spirit which never weakened, 
characterized the Tigers. Even 
though playing within shadows of 
their goal posts very frequently, 
the: Tiger linemen desperately 
checked any sustained Jackrabbit 
drive. McCowan, the colored Long 
Beach flash, led his teammates to 
within the one-yard line. It was 
first down and two yards to a 
touchdown. Chaffey held, allow- 
ing Long Beach only one yard. 
Anderson booted from behind the 
goal line. 

McGowan, rated as the greatest 
ball carrier of the year, was un- 
able to go very far during the 30 
minutes he was in the game. Un- 
able to gain consistently through 
the line, the Jackrabbits flipped a 
pass in the second quarter to gain 
20 yards and the first touchdown. 


In the early part of the second 
half, another pass to the five-yard 
line netted another score. Long 
Beach had a great team. Its abil- 
ity to complete ell the passes it 
attempted indicates its versatile 
strength. 

Chaffey kicked to open the game. 
Long Beach made it a first down 
but had to kick soon afterwards. 
The Tigers gained after getting 
the pigskin as Cummins and Wag- 
er plowed through on tackle plays. 
From then on Chaffey was battling
